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REPORT. 

The l^w requires that this report shall be made to the Legisla- 
ture on the first day of its session, in each year. Finding that it 
would be impossible to comply with this requirement, the State 
Engineer and Surveyor made the following communication to the 
President of the Senate, on the first day of its session, giving his 
jreasons for not complying with the law, and asking the indul- 
gence of the L^giislature.

lb the Hon. the Legislature of the State of JVew-York: 

The Legislature at its last session repealed the laW which 
created a Board of Railroad Commissioners, and made it the duty 
of the Railroad Commissioner, appointed by the Governor and 
iSenate, under the provisionis of the act aforesaid, to prepare for 
publication the annual report required by the said act for the 
fiscal year ending September 3dth, 1856, iLnd to supierihtfehd the 
printing of the same. 

It was undoubtedly expected by the Legislature that the report 
fiar the fiscal year ending September 80th, 1856, would have been 
IffQ)iaped and published by the aforesaid commissioner, at least 
before the close of the year 1867; but it has not yet made its ap- 
pearance. 

The repeal of the law creating the board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners, had the effect to restore to full force and efficacy the law 
of 1850, known as the "general railroad law," (Chap. 140, laws of 
1850,) under the provisions of which "every railroad company 
formed under this act, shall make an annual report to the State 
Engineer and Surveyor, of the operations of the year ending on 
the thirtieth of September, which report shall be verified by the 
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oaihs of the Treasurer, or President and acting Superintendent of 
operations, and be filed in the office of the State Engineer and 
Surveyor, by the first day of December, in each year." 

Subdivision 103, of section 31 of said act, provides that "It shall 
be the duty of the State Engineer and Surveyor, to arrange the 
information contained in such reports in a tabular form, and pre- 
pare the same, together with such reports, in a single document, 
for printing for the use of the Legislature, and report the same to 
the L^islature, on the first day of its sesson, in each year." The 
same law provides that its provisions "shall apply to all existing 
railroad corporations," and also, that "any such corp(»ration 
which shall neglect to make the report, as provided in the pre- 
ceding section, shall be liable to a penalty of two hundred and 
fifty dollars, to be sued for in the name of the people, for their 
use." 

It appears from the annual report of the Railroad Commission- 
ers, for the fiscal year ending September 30th, 1855, (which is the 
latest information in the possession of this office,) that there wei e 
thirty-eight railroad corporations which made reports to tbe Rail- 
road Commissioners in that year. Up to the present time there 
have been but twenty-seven reports received at this office, and 
most of these have been received since the first of December. 
Among the most important delinquents are the New-York and 
Erie, the Hudson River, the Bufialo and State Line, and the Wa- 
tertown and Rome railroad companies. 

The attention of all the railroad corporations in the State has 
been called to tliis subject by means of circulars and blank forms 
of reports forwarded from this office, and it Is hoped that reports 
may be received from all of them at an early day. 

In the meantime, I trust it will be evident to the Legislature, 
that it is impossible for the State Engineer and Surveyor to pre- 
pare the annual railroad report so as to transmit "the same to the 
Legislature on the first day of its session." 
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I would, therefore, ask the Legislature to pass a Joint resolu* 
tion, extending the time for making the annual railroad report to 
the Legislature, for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1857, to 
the first of April, 1858.

From the best information in this office, there are eighty-eight 
railroad corporations in the State, which are subject to the pro- 
visions of the general railroad law, passed in 1850. Of these 
thirty-nine have made their annual reports to the State Engineer 
and Surveyor; and forty-nine have neglected entirely to do so. 
Of the reports received by the State Engineer and Surveyor, ten 
have been found to comply substantially with the requirements of 
law; and twenty-nine have been found imperfect, either through 
neglect or design.

That portion of the general railroad law which specifies the 
items of information to be reported upon by the respective rail- 
road companies, has been found quite defective. These defects or 
omissions, were remedied to some extent by the passage of the 
law in 1855, creating a Board of Railroad Commissioners, who had 
power to prescribe the form of, and items to b6 embraced in the 
reports. The maximum grades and minimum radius of curvature, 
together with the total amount of rise and fall and curvature, form 
very important characteristics of a railroad with reference to its 
capacity to perform a given amount of business in the most eco- 
nomical manner. The length, height, plan and age of trestle tod 
truss bridging also form important items in the characteristics, 
when considered with reference to the safety, durability and eco- 
nomical working of the road. 

Our city railroads are operated by horse and mule powtr, itistead 
6i by steam; and their business is confined exclusively to the 
transportation of passengers. A peculiar form of report should 
therefore be prescribed for these roads. 

On account of the above considerations, and many others which 
might be enumerated, it is recommended that section thirty-one 
of the general railroad law be so amended as to give to the State 
JEngineer and Surveyor the same power that was conferred upon 
the board of Railroad Commissioners by section 21, chap. 526, 
Laws of 1855. The amendment should be at the close of subdivi- 
sion 102, of sections 1 , and would read as follows : " The State Engi- 
neer and Surveyor is hereby authorized, and it shall bo his duty to 
require such modified or additional reports, returns or information 
frein time to time, as in his opinion the peculiarities of the respec- 
tive railroads, or the interests of the public or State may require." 
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The great riillroAd problem of the country and State seeini to Be 
rapidly approaching a solution. Th^ immense amount of capital 
invested iii railroads during the past twenty-five years, upon a 
mere speculative basis, and without any reliable assurances of pro- 
fitable returns, is certainly without precedent in the history of 
ihagnificeht experiments. The unwritten history of many of 
these experiments wotild show, that all that was required to secure 
the enlistment of capital in almost any railroad enterprise, t^as 
the procurement of the necessary charter (or an organization 
under the general railroad law) and a fevorable report from an 
engineer, showing with mathematical precision the extraordinary 
feasibility and cheapness of the route, its vast superiority over 
every competing line, the immense benefits that it would confer 
upon the country and totvns through which it passed, and the 
unprecedented profits that must inevitably result from an irivest- 
inent in the enterprise. These statements, when fortified , by a 
formidable array of figures, (which are proverbially infallible,) 
would, with very few exceptions, carry conviction to the minds of 
a hifficieht number of capitalists to secure ah amount of stock 
iiibscrlption, that '^ould at least warirant the commencement of 
the road. The subsequent history of a large number of these 
schemes, both in our own and other States, may be briefly summed 
up as follows : Unforeseen difficulties in the route; mistakent cha- 
racter of material; unexpected rise in labor and provisions; un- 
looked for delays in the progress of the work, all combine to 
increase the absolute cost from two to five times the original esti- 
mates. Early in the history of its construction, the road must 
consequently be mortgaged for a sufficient amount to cover the 
partially foreseen increase in its cost; the tightness of the money 
market and the necessities of the company, compel a large sacri- 
fffe^upoii thie bonds; continued developments of increased cost, 
tod uii^it5p^d;ed skcrifices in raising mbiiey, soon render a sefeond 
fiferfrtgcigfe inevitiible, Which, ftom siilnllar causfes arid large sacri- 
ic«S, is iii Amy cases follo\^ed by a third mortgage, and iafter 
that by a large and utnnanageabfe floating debt, until finally, after 
years of delay, the road is completed, at a cost^ (including oom- 
missions, losses on securities, interest and contingencies,) of from 
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five to ten times the original estimate, and the golden anticipa- 
tions of its projectors are abont to be realized, not quite to the 
extent that was originally claimed, it is true, but in a reasonable 
degree, provided the amount of business that was originally 
claimed can be relied upon with any certainty. The road finally 
commences operations, but here new disappointments await the 
managers of the enterprise. The expenses of repairs are enor- 
mous; the trade and travel that were relied upon, either do not 
exist, or have been diverted in a measure to other channels; and 
the receipts do not pay expenses. Interest accumulates; the 
floating debt becomes troublesome; an effort must be made for a 
new loan to fund the floating debt and pay interest; the effort 
fails, and the road finally goes into the hands of the first mortgage 
bond holders, and the stock and second and third mortgage bonds 
are confiscated. Thus the experiment ends in disappointment if 
not ruin to many of the original projectors. Yet it cannot be 
regarded as wholly without benefit. The country has become 
developed and enriched by the improvement; mechanics and 
laborers have received profitable employment; capitalists have, 
or should have, become wiser from their bitter experience; and 
the great problem of the age is nearer its final solution. 

Some of the most prominent results which have been reached 
by the series of expensive experiments already made, may be 
briefly stated as follows : 

1 . A railroad should not be constructed for purposes of revenue, 
per se, unless a large amount of existing trade, and travel upon 
the proposed route, (which cannot be diverted, with any prospect 
of success, to other channels,) absolutely requires additional 
facilities of transport. 

2. A railroad should not be constructed for purposes of com- 
pensating advantages to grow out of business to be created, or 
real estate to be enhanced in value, unless those who furnish the 
means to construct it are prepared to wait for their remuneration 
a longer time than any experience has yet demonstrated. 

3. Disinterested parties should never be induced to invest in a 
railroad enterprise, without first making an allowance, larger 
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than any limit yet ascertained, for exaggerations in the reports of 
engineers, and statements of other parties who have either already 
invested, or are to be benefitted by its construction. 

4. Philanthropists should never engage in the construction of 
a railroad for the public good, without taking it for granted that 
so long as their efforts are successful, they will be honored and 
lauded for their self-sacriflcing disinterestedness; but when re- 
verses come, as they most certainly will, they will be abused 
and calumnated in precisely an inverse ratio. 

5. Stockholders and others, who may feel interested in the 
actual condition of a railroad enterprise, either during its con- 
struction, or after its completion, may always conclude that its 
managers will, under any and all circumstances, present the most 
favorable reports to them, and the public, that their own views of 
the case will justify. 

With reference to the operation of railroads after they have 
been completed, the following propositions may be regarded as 
among the most prominent of those that have been established by 
experience : 

1. The road and outfit should always be of the first class; and 
kept in perfect condition. 

2. The control of the operating department should always be 
in the hands of men of sound judgment, large experience and in- 
flexible honesty. 

3. Persons holding high and responsible positions in the man- 
agement of a railroad, should always be invested with power com- 
mensurate with their responsibility. 

4. Perfect discipline and subordination are as essential to the 
good management of a railroad as they are to the success of an 
army. 

6. The employees upon a railroad who have business inter- 
course with its patrons, or the public, should be men of integrity 
gentlemanly manners, firm purpose and unexcitable temper. 

I Assembly, No. 89.) 2 
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6. The true and only reliable souroes of reyenne and i»x)fLt to 
railroad companies, is the local business naturally pertaining to 
the country and towns through which the road passes or at which 
it terminates. This business should always be encouraged by 
doing it upon the most reasonable terms, and to the satis&ction 
of those who create it. 

7. The effort to secure a larger amount of through business 
than would naturally follow the route ot the road, from points 
beyond its extremities, where other lines are ccHupeting for the 
same business, is generally attended with disappointments and 
damage to the true interests of the company. 

8. The expenses of operating well managed roads, are generally 
from fifty to sixty per cent, of their gross earnings. 

9. The wear and tear of track and machinery are very nearly 
in the ratio of the speed of the trains; therefore, (within reason- 
able limits,) the slower the speed the less will be the expenses, 
when considered with reference to a given amount of business 
done. 

10. The safest and most profitable rate of speed is about twenty 
miles per hour for passenger, and ten miles per hour for freight 
trains; and they should never exceed these limits, except In cases 
of emergency. 

One of the greatest sources of difficulty and embarrassment in 
the construction and management of railroads, has been the loose 
and imperfect manner in which the construction and transporta- 
tion accounts have been kept; and it is within but a few years 
that some of our most important railroad companies have seen 
the importance of adopting such a system as would enable both 
themselves and others to profit by their experience. 

The usual method of deciding upon the rates of tariff for pas- 
sengers and freight, has been more with reference to securing as 
large an amount of businiess as possible, than to the absolute cost 
of doing the business, and the consequent nett profits growing out 
of it. 

At the expiration of a fiscal year, the result of a yearns opera- 
tions would probably show that the earnings wej^ not dolBldwt, 
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after paying expmses and interest, to enable the company to pay 
dividends to the stockholders; uid the inference would at once 
be drawn, that the amount of business done had been too small, 
and must therefore be increased at all hazards and at any sacri- 
fice; whereas, if a proper system of accounts had been kept, the 
result might have shown that the stockholders would have been 
in better condition if the amount of business had been much less; 
for the reason that a large amount of business had been done at 
an^actual loss to the company. 

The supposition that a large amount of business is a sure indi- 
cation of large profits, is no more true with reference to railroad 
companies, than to individuals; and experience has deinonstrated 
that the largest and most disastrous failures are among the men 
who do the largest amount of business. Small and careful opera- 
tors who keep perfect control of their business, and who will not 
do any unless it pays them some profit, are very likely to succeed 
in accumulating handsome fortunes; and the same principle will 
apply to the management of railroads. The managers of a rail- 
road should therefore know what it actually costs them to do a 
certain kind of business before they undertake it, or fix upon a 
price for it, and if they cannot secure it at a price that will pay a 
reasonable net profit, they had better let it alone. This desire 
on the part of railroad managers to secure large amounts of busi- 
ness, and show largely increased earnings from year to year with- 
out regard to expenses, has resulted unfavorably to their own 
interests as well as to the interests of the State generally. 

There can be no doubt that a large amount of the business 
which has been diverted from our canals to the railroads, has 
been done by the railroads without profit, if not at an absolute 
lossj and the result is that the State loses the revenue from these 
freights^ to which she is fairly entitled, (for the reason, only, that 
she has furnished the most naturaj and economical mode for their 
transportation,) while the railroad companies are damaged by 
dewing the business; and the only persons benefited are the pro- 
ducers, of other States, who will always seek the cheapest mode 
of transportation to the best market. 
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The people of the State who reside or do business along the 
line of these roads, are placed at a great disadvantage with the 
citizens of other states who contribute to the through business, 
for the reason that the rates charged upon through or foreign pas- 
sengers and freight are considerably less per mile than are 
charged upon local business. There can be no justice or pro- 
priety in this, unless it can be shown that it costs more per mile 
to transport local than through passengers and freights. It is 
true that a close calculation would show a slight increase in tl^ 
cost of doing local business, chargeable to extra handling of 
freight in proportion to the distance carried, and also on account 
of the impossibility of always loading to their full capacity the 
cars which are appropriated to that service. But it is believed 
that the percentage due to these causes is much less than the 
extraordinary expenses that are incurred to secure a foreign busi- 
ness that does not belong, or would not naturally flow to the 
road. 

It remains for the Legislature, in its wisdom, to consider 
whether any restrictions in regard to the comparative charges 
upon through and way business, can be placed upon the railroad 
companies that will result beneficially to the general interests of 
the State, as well as to the companies themselves. 

If it be claimed that legislative interference would divert a 
large amount of business from the thoroughfares of our own 
State, the reply is, that it is better for all parties to have it thus 
diverted than to be compelled to do it at a sacrifice. 

It is submitted, however, with the most entire confidence, that 
whenever the railroad companies can either be induced by a strict 
regard for their own interests, or compelled by enactments of the 
Legislature, to transport at not less than fairly, remunerating 
rates, such freights as would naturally seek the cheapest mode of 
transit, the result will show that our unequalled system of canals 
will do all the business to which they are fairly entitled by the 
immutable laws of trade, and produce more revenue to the State 
treasury than would result from the imposition of canal tolls 
upon such freights carried upon railroads, as in the opinion of 
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the Legislature, naturally belongs to or should be transported 
upon the canals. 

There is at present a decided tendency on the part of the great 
and competing through lines of railroads in our own and other 
States, to profit by their past experience, and by concert of action 
establish such fair and equitable charges as will produce remu- 
nerating results. The effect upon the public mind, as well as 
upon the railroad interests, will be much better if the desired 
result can be produced in this way, than if produced by special 
legislation on the part of any or all the states through which 
these competing lines pass, and it is hoped that no time will be 
lost in the accomplishment of a measure so desirable. 

The attention of railroad managers is also being called to the 
expediency of materially reducing the rates of speed which have 
heretofore been adopted upon railroads, for the reason that the 
most destructive accidents, as^well as the most prolific source of 
wear and tear to road and machinery, are clearly traceable to this 
cause. 

Upon the great competing lines for the through travel, in our 
own and other states, the average time table speed of express 
trains is from thirty to forty miles per hour. A slight detention 
from any cause frequently renders it necessary to adopt a running 
speed of fifty to sixty miles per hour, in order to make up time, 
and thus retain the right to the road. While running at this 
terrific rate it is of course impossible for the engineman to fore- 
see any impediments upon the track, any derangement of switches 
at any stations through which he is compelled or allowed to run 
at full speed, or any disorganization of the train behind him 
which contains hundreds and sometimes thousands of human 
beings. His whole attention must be directed to the working of 
his engine up to its fullest capacity, while his own life and the 
lives of his passengers are left to depend entirely upon the per- 
fect working of the complicated macinery of his engine and cars, 
and to the faithfulness of switch and track men who are in many 
cases either careless, ignorant or inexperienced in their business. 
The breaking or loss of a bolt, the breaking of an axle or wheel, 
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the slight displacement or imperfect fastening of a switch, or a 
bar of iron in the track, would send the passengers, conductor, 
engineman, baggageman, fire and brakemen to eternity, and leave 
the engine and cars a worthless wreck at the foot of some ledge 
of rock, or in the bed of some stream contiguous to the track. 

It is to be regretted that great and salutary improvements in 
the management of railroads, which have been clearly demon- 
strated by experience, cannot be adopted simultaneously, and 
with perfect concert of action by the managers of all the impor- 
tant railroads in this country. This would be done if it were not 
for the feet that the spirit of competition and rivalry enters quite 
as largely into the composition of railroad managers as it does in 
that of any other class of men. If one company endeavors to 
improve its management and condition by running at slower speed, 
and charging remunerating rates for the transportation of pas- 
sengers and freight, its competitors, instead of profiting by the 
example, will be quite likely to adopt an adverse policy for the 
purpose of depriving their rival of the business to which it is 
equitably entitled; or if an agreement is made between competing 
lines with reference to these vitally important matters, it is sooner 
or later broken by one or both of the parties. Bad feeling, and 
charges of bad faith ensue, and the most bitter and destructive 
competition is sure to follow. 

The question then very naturally arises, how are these diffi- 
culties to be effectually remedied t The answer which common 
sense would seem to dictate is, that the railroad managers should 
by common consent, and in good faith towards each other and the 
public, adopt such mutual and salutary regulations respecting 
their railroads, as experience has shown would result in the 
greatest degree of safety to their passengers, and the largest 
amount of profit to their stockholders. But if this cannot be 
done, it is submitted that the large amount of capital involved, 
the immense and constantly increasing social, financial, and politi- 
cal influences^ that are affected, and the safety to life, limb and 
property, that are constantly jeopardised by unwise and reckless 
management of railroads, will sooner or later require and demand 
legislative interference. 
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Sut serious difficulties will be found in devising any l^islation 
that will result beneficially to the public and at the same time 
fairly and justly to the railroad companies. If our own Legisla- 
ture, for instance, should pass laws restricting the rates of speed 
and charges upon the roads in this State, it is quite evident that 
the competing interests in other states would take advantage of 
the circumstance, and divert so far as they could, all the trade and 
travel to their own thoroughfares and cities. There seems, there- 
fore, to be no thorough and practical remedy in the matter but to 
secure, if possible, the concurrent action of the legislatures of 
other states, whose railroad interests come in competition with 
or are aflTected by our own. 

In a matter so important, no state in the Union could take the 
initiative steps with more propriety or prospect of success than 
the great State of New-York; and after much thought devoted to 
the subject, and no little experience in the difficulties connected 
with the construction and management of railroads, it is recom- 
mended that the Legislature provide for the appointment of a 
commission of conference, to be composed of intelligent railroad 
men, and also invite the appointment of similar commissions on 
the part of other states, whose duty it shall be to confer upon 
this important subject; and compare opinions, experiences, and 
results, with reference to rates of speed and charges, free tickets, 
method of operating, forms of accounts and reports, etc., etc., 
with a view to recommending such concurrent legislation in all 
the states represented, or interested in the question, as with the 
aid of all the best experiences in the country, will tend to satis- 
fectorily elucidate this great problem, and afford the best protec- 
tion to the lives, fortunes, and varied interests which are involved 
in its full and final demonstration.

October Ist, 1856. J. Ketoham, brakeman, fell from top of 
car, while applying the brakes. Broke his arm, and was other- 
wise seriously injured. 

October 9, 1856. Abram Felter, brakeman, was making up 
a freight train, and was standing on the track, When the tender 
of engine 154 knocked down and passed over him, las it was 
backing up to couple on train. Instantly killed. 

October 10, 1856. Hugh Stevens, was wheeling a barrow of 
wood in centre of track, ahead of train, when the engine struck 
^nd pckssed over him. Repeated signals were given of the 
approach of train, ^nd «very ^ort made to stop, but to n:o 
effect. Instantly killed. 

October 11,1856. Jane Crane,iieither passenger nor employee, 
was a crazy woman, walking on the track. The usual signals 
were given, but no attention was paid to them. Instantly killed. 

October 13th, 1856. James Haggerty, switchman, was caught 
and crushed between tender and car, while endeavoring to 
couple the engine to freight cars, in Jersey City yard. Died 
soon after. 

October 13, 1856. Peter Riley, trackman, was on duty watch- 
ing switch at night, and was ignorant of the approach of the 
engine until it struck and passed over him, killing him ii^antly. 

October 21, 1856. Richard Lee, fireman. As the train was 
approaching the Goshen depot, it ran into the caboose of a wild 
cat train, which was standing on the track. Lee was in the 
lookout when the engine struck the caboose, and was caught 
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between the engine and tender, cutting and mutilating him in a 
dreadful manner. Died soon after. 

October 22, 1856. William Post, night watchman, was sup- 
posed to be asleep on track, when the train threw him down and 
ran oyer him, killing him soon after. 

October 25, 1856. J. H. Marshall, neither passenger nor 
employee, was standing on track when the train threw him down 
and passed over him, killing him instantly. 

December 3, 1856. George W. Vance, engineman, was 
instantly killed by the accidental explosion of the boiler of 
engine No. 143, while running from SuflFerns' westward to Ramapo 
woods. 

December 3, 1856. John Connelly, brakeman, was instantly 
killed by the same accident. 

December 3, 1856. N. Oary, fireman, was so severely scalded 
by the same actident, that he died at the New- York hospital, 
December 12th, 1856- 

December 20, 1856. Michael Costello, neither passenger nor 
employee, either fell or endeavored to jump from the cars, while 
in motion, and was drawn under, run over and instantly killed. 

December 30, 1856. Eugene McGernagh was walking on the 
track, and the engineer did all in his power to warn him of 
danger, but to no efiect ; he was instantly killed. 

• January 12, 185*1. Ira Reynolds, brakeman of extra stock 
express, fell from cars and was killed. Two cars of stock got 
oflf the track and ran on to the river. Brakeman was found 
dead. To appearance he had struck the earth violently, taking 
off his scalp. 

January 11, 185*1. Lucius Harrison, passenger, was killed 
by the train being thrown from track by a rail which had be- 
come displaced. The tender, baggage car, and two passenger 
cars went down the bank about 25 feet into the river. Some 
twenty-five persons were slightly injured.

C. Pngsley, passenger, was badly burned 
about the face. Th^ rear car was thrown from track by a 
broken rail, the bottom of car was completely wrecked. Mr. 
P. came in violent contact with the stove, and received several 
severe burns. He was taken to Cochecton, and placed under 
the care of Dr. Appley. He remained there till April 18th, and 
then left for home. 

March 22, 185*7. Thos. McCann, passenger, head bruised by 
jumping from hind end of train, after passing Boiling Spring 
station. Taken to New-York Hospital ; not heard from since. 
Said to be intoxicated. 

April 1st, 1857. Daniel Shubast, brakeman, was coupling 
engine and train at Rosa switch, and was crushed so badly that 
he died next day. 

June 3, 1857. Felix Myers, trackman, was instantly killed 
by jumping from car while in motion. A car upon which sev- 
eral trackmen were riding got off the track in consequence of a 
broken flange. In their fright three or four men jumped off, 
all escaping except Myers. 

June 16, 1857. James McMann, brakeman, was killed by 
being crushed between engine and train while coupling them. 

June 19, 1857. John Burns, brakeman, fell from car and was 
killed, by being run over near Narrowsburg. He was found on 
track and taken to his home in Port Jervis, and died some six 
hours after. 

April 14, 1857. Adams, newsboy, in jumping from the 

hind car while the train was in motion, he fell between the car

crushed his leg. Taken to the New- York Hospital. Died with 
lockjaw, eaused by iron rust getting in the wonnd. 

May 23, 1857. Elisha Hammond, brakeman, fell from the 
cars while in motion, between Middletown and Howell's. Was 
taken to his residence in Port J&rvis, where he died in about 
six hours aft^ the aocident. 

June 28, 1857. John Long, brakeman, fell from the cars 
while in motion, train passed over him. Taken to New- York 
hospital, where he died July 8. 

Aji^ut 3, 1857. Tim Toniney, watennfua, while coupling 
two tenders together, was caught between them find crushed 
to death. 

August 4, 1857. Martin McGlone, laborer, in Port Jervis 
yard, in attempting to step ujK>n the locomotive, while in mo- 
tioi^, he slipped ^.nd fell acrc^s th^ track. The wheels of the 
4;ender passed QY§r him,; fee survived \>^t ^ few ho^rs. 

August 8, 1857. An unknown woman was struck by the en- 
gine and thrown from the track at Bergen Cut ; no bones were 
broken. She was a hard looking character, and had been put 
off a New Jersey reitroad train same moroing. 

August 17, 1857. Charles Allison, neither passenger nor emr 
ployee, was laying with his neck across the rail. His head was 
severed from the body. Was entirely naked and bad the " de- 
lirium tremens.'* 

Ai^iguat 22^ 1857. John Herald, brakeman, head badly in- 
jured. The bumper of a coal car oij which he was standing 
broke loose, letting him between the cars. Has since recovered. 

September 9, 1857. — ^ Williams, (boy) while sitting on 
the platform was taken with a fit, and fell between the driver 
wheels of the engine, and was mangled so badly that he died 
sooii after.

September 15, 185*7. W. Gordon, brakeman, while cutting 
loose a car from the train, canght his foot in the frog, the train 
backed down and one car passed over him, crushing his left leg 
and thigh. Was taken to New- York hospital, and died soon 
after. 

April 1, 185*7. Henry Ross, brakeman, fell from train while 
coming into Hornellsville station. Two cars passed over him 
breaking both legs. Died in about eight days. 

April 24, 1857. An unknown man, supposed to be deranged, 
was killed between Ejrkwood and Binghamton. He was seen 
to cross the track several times in front of the engine, and then 
to throw himself upon the track, but .too late to stop the train. 

May 21, 185*7. E. A. Smith, fireman, fell from tender of en- 
gine 47, at Smith's Mills. Part of train passed over his body*-

May 29, 1857. Mrs. Allen, of Candor, New-York, was ins- 
tantly killed at Great Bend, while endeavoring to get on train 
when in motion, she fell from platform, and rear car passed over 
her body. 

Engine 27, and three cars, were thrown from 
track two miles east of Addison. Cause unknown. Dr. Wm. 
Peck, of Cincinnati, passenger, was instantly killed in his seat. 
Mr. Hotchkiss, of Philadelphia, had a small bone in his leg 
broken. Wm. Scott, of Columbia county, Pa., had a small bone 
in his leg broken. Engineer slightly injured. 

July 4, 1857. Mortimer Corson, neither passenger nor em- 
ployee, was killed by express freight train running over him, 
two miles west of Binghamton. He was asleep on track, and 
supposed to be intoxicated. 

July 20, 1857. Norman Shimer, brakeman, lost his arm by 
being drawn from train, three miles east of Addison. The train 
divided by the pulling out of a draw-head, and he was hauled 
from it by the bell rope.

John Snell, the en- 
gineer, remained upon his engine and sustained injuries whereof 
he died. 
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Pebruarj 28. Freeman CoUedge jumped from a piweeijger 
train as it was leaving the depot at Bochest^r, a?^ w$^9 tlirpwn 
under the rear oar of the train, run oyer wd killed. 

March 4. Joseph Condit wai^ stmok, about two miles west 
of Geneva, and killed, by the engine of the night mail train, 
going west. He was lying upon the track and was intoxicated. 

March 27. As the way freight train was approaejiilug the 
Churchville station, Warren Richardson, a brakem£^n,lpjWfced out 
from between the cars and came in contact with a fei^cp post, or 
board of a cattle guard fence, and was killed, 

April 6. James Broodie was found dead upon the track near 
the Clinton street crosring, Buffalo. It is supposed ib»t be was 
struck by a passing locomotive and killed doriog a violent anaw 
storm, He was insane. 

June 2. Michael Qawz was observeid near the traok aoout 
two miles west of Rochester, by those in charge of the passen- 
ger train going west ; as the train approached he laid down di- 
rectly in front of the engine, with his neck lapon the rail, and 
was run over and killed. Prom papers found upon his person 
it was evident that h© intended to commit suicide* 

June 10. William Hawthorn, a pj^ssenger in the emigrant 
train going west, sat down upon the platform of one of the cars 
jand fell asleep ; when near Sprakers, in attempting to rise, he 
fell from the platform while the train was in motion, and died 
from the injuries he received. It is supposed that )ie wj^s in- 
toxicated. 

June 16. A man named Holcomb, walking upou the traojc 
about four miles west of Syracuse, and in the same direction 
with the train going west, was signaled of his danger ; as the 
train drew near he looked around and quickened his pace, but 
not leaving the track he was struck by the engine and was so 
injured that he died.

for that purpose, and it is supposed that she fell asleep upon 
the track.

A passenger train was thrown from the track, 
seven miles west of Syracuse, by obstructions placed thereon 
by some person or persons unknown. Homer Jacobs, a brake- 
man, had his leg broken and was otherwise injured. 

September 11. John Driscol, who was employed in watching 
wood near Glyde^ being on the track at that place, was struck 
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by the express train moving east, causing his death a short time 
afterwards. 

September 24. Samuel Van de Carr was run over and killed, 
one mile west of Shortsville, by an express train going west. 
He was lying on the track near a curve, and was not discovered 
by the engineer in time to stop the tk'ain. It is supposed that 
he was intoxicated.

John Eyan, an employee of the company, was fatally injured 
on the morning of the 6th of September, 1857, near Kasoag 
station. He was helping to turn a hand car at the time ; his 
coat sleeve got entangled in the crank some way, and threw 
him on the car in such a way that the crank struck him in the 
back, injuring him so bad that he died the Thursday following, 

August 29th, 185*7. As the express train was approaching 
Rice's Crossing, about two miles south of Watertown, Mr. Ben- 
nett Rice, in attempting to cross the track, was struck by the 
engine and instantly killed.
